City Council Discusses Police 


The Elba City Council pot 
on a regular schedule when 
they held a meeting at seven 
Tuesday night. All members 
were present for the meeting, 


which will be held twice 
monthly. 
Over an hour was used 


Tuesday night discussing the 
police department. Mayor 
Robert Folsom started the dis- 
cussion with a statement that he 
had stopped a police officer 
from investigating a recent 
possible arson case, because 
the state fire marshal was re- 
sponsible for this work. 
Folsom also said, “It is no use 
trying to find out who set a 
fire, it is just time wasted.” 
He also noted that if a person 
was accused of arson and it 
wasn’t proven, libel charges 
could be filed. 


This led to further dis- 
cussion about the police de- 
partment and each council- 
man made some comment, 


either asking a question or 
offering a suggestion for a 
change. Chief Johnston 
reported that the local de- 
partment solved 71% of all 
crimes reported during the 


Vpast year and had not lost a 


single case that went to court. 

“Councilman Wayland 
Sharpless said, “I believe we 
have the best police depart- 
ment in South Alabama, and I 


feel we should commend them.” 
He continued with an observa- 
tion that all departments need 
positive criticism, including 
the city council. 

The discussion changed then 
to one of “does it sound like 
we are harrassing the police 
department?” Several council- 
men commented that they had 
no intention of harrassing the 
police, and that their ques’; 
tions had been for their in- 
formation only. 

Several members of 
news media present were 
asked if it sounded like har- 
rassment, and) when the ans- 
wer was “yes,” the council 
and Mayor Folsom each made 
Statements to the effect that 
no harrassment was intended. 
Mayor Folsom said he just 
wanted to know what the coun- 
cil expected of him in re- 
gards to running the city. 

The councilmen finally 
agreed that the mayor must 
be the overall leader as Ala- 
bama law directs, but that 
any major changes in policy 
should be made with the coun- 
cil, and Folsom agreed. When 
questioned about continuing in- 
vestigations, such as arson, 
the councilmen said they ex- 
pected the police to continue

The motion to 
pay this was made by Council- 
man Cleo Hawkins. The vote 
was unanimous. 

The council will senda letter 
of thanks to Dorsey Trailers 
for the water tank recently 
built by the firm for the Elba 
Fire Department. 

Parking around the square 
was again the subject of a city 
council meeting. The apparent 
unsolvable problem of pleasing 
everyone with any one parking 
system’ has already rose to 
haunt the new city officials. The 
need for some kind of method 
of keeping the parking spaces 
available for shoppers has been 
voicec to several of the coun- 
cilmen. The police department 
surveyed the situation during 
the past week and reported that 
an average of 17 vehicles never 
moved all day -- and all were 
merchants or their employees.

Meet On Jail 


The Coffee County 
Commission held a brief %0- 
minute meeting on Monday, 
October 18, and agreedto move 
ahead and finalize the applica- 
tion for a grant to build a new 
jail in Elba. 

Present at the meeting were 
Probate Judge James Sawyer, 
Commissioners Flournoy 
Whitman, Bennie Beckham, 


Don Smith, Byron Galloway 
and O.V. Waters, and Elba 
representatives Mayor Bob 


Folsom and City attorney 
Gareth Lindsey. 

Judge Sawyer read a letter 
from Donofro and Associates 
which stated that they (Dono- 
fro & Assoc.) had completed 
their part’ of the application, 
but it needed several items 
to be completed by the county. 
Sawyer said “We need a deed 
to the land in Elba,’ and was 
answered by Mayor Folsom 
who replied, “I have mailed 
a copy of the deed to Mr. 
Donofro, and have the origi- 
hal deed with me now.” 

Mr. Lindsey said, “The peo- 
ple of Elba want the county to 
build a jail on the land, but 
would like the commission to 
assure them that if the jail 
isn’t built, they will get the. 
land back.” 


All the commissioners 
agreed that Lindsey’s proposal 
was fair, and Commissioner 
Whitman made a motion to adopt 
a resolution stating -- “If the 
property in Elba isn’t used to 
build a jail on within 12 months, 
the land willbe deeded back.” 

QO. V. Waters seconded the 
motion, and it passed unani- 


“mously. Folsom then pre- 
sented the deed to Judge 
Sawyer. 


Sawyer next discussed the 
application with the Commis- 
sion, and seemed to be in total 
agreement that the application 
should be completed as soon 
as possible. 

Whitman echoed his earlier 
feelings by saying, “We need 
to get the application out of 
the way. Either get it approved 
or disapproved, but get it in 
the mail immediately!” 

Sawyer agreed to contact 
all interested parties as soon 
as possible, and get the appli- 
cation off. 

Judge Sawyer read a letter 
from Phillip Martin, président 
of the Coffee County Farm 
Bureau, giving their full sup- 
port to the proposed construc- 
tion of a livestock arena at 
the Farm Center in New Brock- 
ton. 

A letter was also read 
from Bill Hughes concerning 
the drainage problem with a 


New Brockton. The Com- 
missioners agreed that the 
problem was New Brockton's’ 
but promised to assist in any 
way. 

Before the meeting was 
adjourned, three commission- 
ers tried to get “pet projects” 
pushed through. 

Byron Galloway expressed 
a desire to get the “Basil 
Crook road ready for paving. 
Galloway didn’t request it be 
paved, only that it be grad- 
ed. 

Bennie Beckham spoke out 
strongly about making the 
Goodman Road an all-weather 
road. “We've been promising 
the people who live on the 
road that we'd fix it for three 
years,” said Beckham, “and 
it’s not fixed yet.” 

Don Smith asked the com- 
mission to get a crew to make 
an all-weather road out of the 
Goodman Road that goes to 
Highway 84. The road is fre- 
quently used by motirists be- 
tween Enterprise and Good- 
man. 

All three projects were 
approved, and should be 
completed in the near future.

Get The Facts 
On Alcoholism 


What is alcoholism? The A- 
merican Medical Association in 
1955 went on record saving that 
it is a disease Alcoholics 
Anonymous, the most sueccess- 
ful program for helping alco- 
holics today, says that it isa 
disease. The National Council 
on Alcoholism the National 
Institute on Alcoholic Abuse and 
Alcoholism say that it is a 
disease. 

Yet many people still do not 
recognize alcoholism as a dis- 
ease; or if they do they fail to 
act in accordance with their 
knowledge. A story I heard 
recently illustrates this. 

A woman I know who is di- 
rector of a halfway house for 
alcoholic women in Birming- 
ham told me several weeks 
ago that she had recently oeen 
paid a visit by a friend of a 
prominent politician. The pur- 
pose of his visit was to see 
if the halfway house would ad- 
mit this politician’s wife for

treatment for alcoholism ona 
strictly confidental basis 
“Everything,” he said, “Will 
have to be hush, hush.” No 
one, not even the staff could 
know who the woman was. Even 
her name as it would appear 
on records at the halfway house 
would have to be an assumed 
name. 

The reason, of course, 
that all treatment having to 
do with the politician's wife 
had to kept so “hush, hush,” 
was that the man felt that if 
the voters ever found out that 
his wife was alcoholic, he would 
be ruined. And the terrible 
truth is that he might be ruined 
because of people's mistaken 
ideas about alcoholism. 

Now, compare this attitude 
toward the disease of al- 
coholism with attitudes toward 
other diseases. If the politi- 
cian's wife had cancer, would 
she have to be admitted to treat 
ment anonymously? Would he 
fear that he would be somehow 
blamed for her caner or that 
he'd be ruined if someone found 
out about it? Would he hesitate 
to get for her the best treat- 
ment which he could afford? 

Yet this woman, this poli

ticlan’s wife, at the time con- 
tact was made with the half- 
way house, was being kept lock- 
ed in her bedroom twenty-four 
hours a day with a sitter who 
made sure she got her daily 
supply of alcohol and did not 
gel out. She may die of her 
illness without ever receiving 
treatment. Would this happen 
to her is she had cancer? 

Before this woman and many 
others like her can come for- 
ward and receive thetreatment 
that is available, the stigma 
which is attached to the al- 
coholic willhave to be removed. 
Alcoholism will have to be re- 
cognized for what the American 
Medical Association says it 
is--a disease, and it will have 
to be treated as such.

Paul Windham, a Charolais 
breeder located just a few miles 
out of Elba, has al5-acre patch 
of rape which is beautiful. 
Windham, who has one of the 
finest Charolais herds in the 
south, is the only cattle 
producer in the county that I 
know of with rape. Rape is a 
member of the cabbage family. 
I understand that is is used 


extensively in Europe as a 
grazing crop for cattle and 
hogs. 


J. R. Speed is working 
closely with Windham ona spe- 
cial demonstration this fall and 
winter. They will put 15 steers 
on the 15 acres of rape about 
November 1. They will be 
weighed and conditioned the way 
light weight steers should be 
just prior to going on grazing 


j These steers will graze until 


late spring and then will be 
weighed again. 

It will be interesting to see 
how this demonstration works 
out. Windham says it doesn’t 
cost nearly as much to plant 
an acre Of rape as it does an 
acre Of rye. Incidentally, rape 
is edible and tastes somewhat 
similar to mustard 


SOIL FERTILITY 

I have urged soil testing for 
years in Coffee County. No 
question about ite is paying 
Off. Tt 45 <paee ie 
recent figures wee 1S 
are impressive. For example, 
they found where the soil pH 
is below 5.0 only 53% of the 
Nitrogen ts available, only 349; 
of Phosphorus and 529, of the 
potash. In other words, only 
about half of what you apply does 
any good. On the other hand, at

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a.soil pH of 6.0 8°% of the 
Nitrogen 52% of the phosphorus 
and 100% of the potash is avail- 
able. Soil pH must be close to 
7.0 in order to get 100% of 
the phosphorus. The value of 
maintaining suitable soil pH 
is well documented. More and 
more growers are soil testing 
every year to be surethat their 
needs are being met. 


WEED CONTROL 
Balan granules placed on 

lawns within the next week and 
watered in can be very helpful 
in preventing excessive weeds 
from coming to the lawn. Balan 
is also helpful in keeping addi- 
tional Bahiagrass seed from 
coming up. The granules which 
are available locally should be 
applied at 3 pounds of the 
granules per 1,000 square feet. 

If you do not have Bahiagrass 
in the lawn at the present time, 
Balan granules could be used 
aS a preventive. I would put 
some on the edge of the road 
and on either side of ft 
way for several (SO of 
Bahlagrass seed is caught 
under the car and tires and will 
come up in the spring in your 
lawn, Balan has no e.fect on 
extublished Bahiagrass, but it 
will keep additional seed from 
coming up. 


PROPOSED FACILITY 
A number of people in Coffee 
, *’, groups and organiza- 
™ interested in agriculture 
ure working toward a livestock 
facility for the Farm Center 
at New Brockton. This facility, 
which will be located in the 
center of the Wiregrass, could 
serve as a Sules center for all 
types of livestock. A number of 
shows and seminars could be 
held. Demonstrations on all 
types of disease control-and a 
number of livestock related 
events could be held each year. 
Such a facility would be 
beneficial to the entire Wire- 
vrass area. For example, some 
of the sales and shows which 
are being held presently at 
the Houston County Farm Cen. 
ter could held in New Brockton, 
and this would enable people 
from Covington, Crenshaw, 
Pike, Geneva and adjacent ar- 
eas to attend more conven- 
iently. Our county governing 
body 1S working on this: pro- 
fram, and we hope their efforts 
will be successful.

en homes, some are orphans, 
some are dropouts and some 
are drifters. Most are not ju- 
venile delinquents, but are good 
kids who have had some bad 
breaks.
